In 1917, when the Tsardom fell, Stalin's luck turned. 

All political prisoners were freed, and he made his way 
to St.Petersburg, which he found in a state of chaos. A

Everybody was distraught, including the members of the 
Bolshevik Party.

It happened that there was a 
crisis in the relations between 
the Soviet Union and Georgia 
The Georgians were still obstin 
ately Menshevik, and held free 
elections at which the Bolshe 
viks polled less than a 4 per 
cent vote and were fiercely op 
posed to union with the Soviet 
Republic. 

Stalin sent the Red Army 
to teach them better, and when 
it had done its work sent in the 
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he went down himself 
and. it was.as if he had 
possessed by the spirit 
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lious comrades for their national- 
ism. Indeed, he showed a spe- 
cial frenzy in pursuing these very 
Same comrades, now middle-aged 
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Lenin, ‘who was in failing 
health, did not hear of this for 
some time, and then showed a 
perturbation which cannot be put 
down (though some of his senti- 
mental biographers have made 
the attempt) to distate for blood- 


shed. He himself had been re- 
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ber of people who were just as 
dead as if Stalin had killéd them. 
Nor can he have been surprised 
at learning that. Stalin was cap- 
able of shedding blood 

It was perhaps the frenzy 
which disturbed this suave and 
deliberate man. But certainly 
from that moment he felt life to 
be nightmare because he 
realized that by raising Stalin to 
the peak of the hierachy he must 
have seemed to indicate him as

The Guardian has considered this re- 
action soberly. It notes the difficulty 
faced by soldiers in determining whether 
to employ napalmr bombs at all and 
it suggests that those difficulties make 
it all the more necessary to think out the 
question coolly in an atmosphere removed 
frém the heat of actual hostilities. 

This horrot weapon is another of the 
terrors which modern war can visit on 
troops or civilians. In that respect it may 
be compared to the atom bomb or the 
hydrogen bomb, And since the United 
Nations have used it, there -is little 
reason to expect an enemy not to use 
it or the big bombs, if the enemy has 
a@ supply. 

Recognition of that fact creates un- 
avoidable reactions among the peoples 
of western democracies. Some are now 
busy trying to protect themselves 
against such weapons in the event of 
attack. Hence the interest in civilian 
defense. 

Others accept a fatalistic outlook. 
They question the value of protective 
preparations. They are deciding, if they

“TT IS entirely possible for a man to 
graduate from university in the 
United States at the age of 22 without 
being able to read or write.” 

The interesting admission comes not 
from any irresponsible novice, It was de- 
liberately stated by Robert M. Hutchins, 
former chancellor of the University of 
Chicago and now director of the Ford 
Foundation, in a special lecture in the 
University of Toronto's Convocation Hall. 

Here are some other points as made 
by Dr. Hutchins: 

Liberal education was not murdered, 
it committed suicide. It has. only itself 
to blame for its complete preoccupation 
with vocational training, which most in- 
dustries could do better, and in shorter 
time 

The attitude in the U.S. is that school- 
ing is important, but education is not. 

Possession of a degree is important, 
because only with it can one beat the 
various combinations in restraint of 
trade that use the education system for 
their own ends. 

Occupational groups, from doctors to 
@mbalmers, who, by limiting 
their group to people who have passed 
through accredited schools, have attained 
the double purpose of making the occu- 
pation look dignified and of restricting 
competition 

Dr. Hutchins, of course, was speak- 
ing of the United , States, Being a guest 
and a gentleman he refrained, naturally, 
from any criticism of education in Can- 
ada. But in his charges there are sharp 
lessons for Canadians, too, if only in 
warning us of some practises and ten- 
Gencies we should certainly avoid,

WELFARE COSTS 


When it is the money in, our own 
pockets that is involved we Canadians 
are still careful of our dollars. Wage 
earners are concerned, and rightly so, 
over a dollar more or a @ollar less in 
their pay envelopes; housewives know 
where and what for they spend every 
penny. But our attitude towards big 
government spending is different. When 
Ottawa spends a billion it gets hardly 
more attention than when the amount 
is a million, though ofcourse Ottawa 
can spend only what is first or lagt taken 
from us in taxes. 

The above observation is prompted 
by the speech of Paul Martin to an audi- 
ence in Rochester, N.Y¥., when the Health 
Minister stated. that Canadian governe ~ 
ments and voluntary agencies will spend 
$1,330,000,000 on social security in 1952 
This amounts to-$95 per head” of popu: 
lation. That figure has little meaning 
until we realize that the United King- 
dom, where Canadians believe the wel- 
fare state is in full sway,—is spending 
on social security only £794,000,000, or 
about $44 per head of population. 

Some Canadians argue that this coun- 
try is far behind in matters of social 
security, that more tax money must be 
spent. Yet our per capita spending on 
these services is twice that of a country 
we regard as a true welfare state 

In his speech Mr. Martin sounded 
wise words of warning when he said 
that there is no secret formula for pay- 
ing social security, that it must be paid 
out of production, and that overem- 
phasis on social security could cripple 
any country’s economy.

Lethargy on 
Civil Defense 


If public lethargy and irrespon 
sibility toward civil defense con- 
tinues some form of compulsory 
action may have to be taken. 

That was the belief expressed 
by Ald. Waldo Skillings when he 
reported to City, Council meeting 
Thursday night on a recent C.D, 
training course he took at Ot- 
tawa. 

He said people in Victoria had 
asked him “why civil defense?” 
He felt the city had a duty te 
disjribute information on the 
need for civil defense, give direc 
tion and encourage C.D, leaders, 

“No arms race ever ended in 
anything but war and this is the 
greatest arms race the world has 
ever seen,” he said. 

Civil defense, he added, is not 
“a passing fancy” but something 
that might be “with us for years, 
perhaps forever 

The federal government. will 
carry its share of cost, he said, 
and he felt Victoria as a target 
area would be given considerable 
assistance. However, he added, 
it was not practical to think that 
the dominion government should 
shoutter all C:Dy costs across thes 
country.
